Certificates 
from their* plant or factory administration were required of those 
who wished to enroll. Courses were arranged to ©over the fourth 
through tenth grades. There was a© tuition, hut students had to, 
buy their own textbooks and materials. The school year ran from 
September to May. I do not remember the names of the principal or 
of any of the teachers, all of whdra were regular teacher^ at the 
Gelendzhik ten-year school who taught at the night school to increase 
their incomes. I was told that "the program of the school was 
equivalent to that of regular Siwf®. schools . This meant that a 
student who had successfully completed the tenth grade of the night 
School would be entitled to enroll In any university or institute 

on the same basis as graduates of regular 10-year schools.

Attendance 
was obligatory, but a certain tolerance was shown to students who 
did miss a day ts©w and thenj the school administration certainly 
realized that all students had to work hard during the day to make 
their living, and sometimes Just couldn't manage to attend all the 
lectures. On the other hand, since enrollment was ©» a voluntary 
basis, students did their best not to miss any lessons. Naturally, 
every lecture one missed would increase Ms homework load . Lectures 
were held in classrooms 9 ©f which there were about eight in the i 

school . Every leeture was 50 minutes long with a 10 -minute break • 

. between lectures. In addition to attending lectures, students had 
to do homework, especially in the Russian language, mathematics, and, 

> leas often, geography and history. Two to! three hours were normally j 
necessary to complete each day’s homeworks it was done either right * 
after school from midnight on, or, much more of ten,©n Wednesday or 
Saturday evenings, when there were no lectures in the school, or on 
Sunday, when there was no work at the plant or factory. v
